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MCKAY AND MCINNIS FAMILY Bondurant q 

Lauchlin McKay was first settler of Green County, Mississippi. 
He located in the forks of the Chickasawhay and Leaf Rivers. He built 
his own kilns and fired brick to build his house, sawed planks by hand 
for building. He was a man of great mechanical ingenuity.and a skill- 
ful cabinet maker and made many pisces of beautiful furniture for his 
home. 

He was a member of the first Constituticnal Uonvention ever held 
in Mississippi, being one of tne framers of the Constitution. 

On his plantation he raised catton and indiszo, and sent both to 
markets. 

He was the son of Alexander McKay and wargaret McNiell McKay, 
daughter of Lauchlin icNiell, for whom he was named. ke was born 
May 27th, 1774 in Cumberland County, North Carolina, and on November 
hth, 1813, he married Elizabeth Vaughan, daughter of Sarah Singleton 
Vaughan and ___ Vaughan. She was born in Sumpterville District 
South, Carolina, guly 7, 1796 and named for her father's mother, Eliz- 
abeth Vaughan.
